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TRAFFIc¢. 
PROPOSAL TO AMEND THE CONSTITU- 
TiON. OF THE UNITED STATES. 


WasHiNGTOoN, July 9.—The pro- 
position to submit to the people of 
ithe several States a constitutional 
‘amendment to prohibit the liquor 
,tratic in the United States was 
favorably reported by Senator Blair 
| to-day from the committee on edu- 
cation. The proposed amendment 
,Teads as follows: : 
' Section 1.—The manufacture, im- 
portation, exportation, transporta- 
‘tion and sale of all alcoholic liquors 
(as a beverage shall be and hereby 
is forever prohibited in the United 
States and in every place subject to 
| their jurisdiction. 
Section 2.—Congress shall en- 
force this article by all needful 
legislation. 
' The report accompanying the bil 
says: “It is properte say that there 
are members of the committee who 
| concur in the report recommending 
‘the submission of the proposed 
amendment to the States who do 
not by such action indicate their 
approval of the adoption of the 
‘amendmendment as a part of the 
‘constitution, nor that they would 
themselves advocate its ratification 
by the Legislatures of the States.” 
After stating that a majority of the 
committee think that a refusal to 
‘submit the proposed amendment te 
the States for ratification would be 
‘analogous to the denial of the right 
‘of a party to be heardin court upon 
' the question of private right, the re- 
| port continues: “The agitation for 
‘national legislation for the extirpa- 
tion of the traffic in alcoholic poison 
‘made and sold to be used as a bev- 
erage will never cease to disturb 
, eras 
and finally to destroy the great 
| political parties until they submit 
to the States the question of the 
jenlargement of national, constitwe 
‘tional jurisdiction so as to include 
‘control of the subject. When de- 
| cided, if adversely to the ratifica~ 
| tion, the subject will be eliminated 
| from national politics, at - least for 
many years. If, on the other hand, 
the proposed amendment should be 
ratified and become a part of the 
‘national law, the chief curse of the 
| world would be summoned to the 
|block of national justice and die 
| by the hand of the only power 
| Which can wield an axe big and 
Sharp enough te cut off its hydra 
head. Then we shall have peace.

W hich Is tow exhaustive for its long
